and 20 in 1980, Baahlmann said. 

Twenty murder charges were 
filed in 1986, said Madison 
County assistant state’s” at- 
torney Randy Massey. 

“It’s (murder rate) a thing 
that can’t be predicted,”’ 
Baahlmann said. 

He said there is no apfiaent 
reason for the increase.

‘The “failure of Congress” 
with present and long-range U.S. 
transportation needs -can—enly be 
sdlved by a multi-year highway 
reauthorization bill, it is being 
asserted. 

Such a bill needs to be devoted on- 
ly: to censtructing and maintaining a 
safe transportation system, Leonard 


Boyer said this week. He is ex- 
—etutive-direeter-of 


the. Southern, 
linois Builders Association. 

Boyer. said taxpayers are seeing 
their tax dollars going~to~the 
highway trust fund in Washington, 
but are not seeing them return to Il- 
lihois in the form of repair of 
highways, roads and bridges or in 
-the form of construction of new 

arteries. Because of the failure of 
the 99th Congress to pass a a highway 
reauthorization bill in the last ses- 
sion, funds for these purposes have 
been cut off. 

“‘At stake, because of failure to 
epass legislation essential to the 
state, is as much $450 million in 
apticipated fiscal year 1987 federal 
highway and safety construction 
funding for Tllinois,’’ Boyer said. 

“Also at ri: because of the 
dramatic. cutbacks in the Illinois 
highway program that would in- 
eyitably result from failure to ap- 
prove. the reauthorization bill “by 
April 1, would be improvements to 
484 miles of highway: 74 bridges, 
35 safety projects and 57 intersection 
improvements, based on Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
figures. 

‘Also lost would be 22,307 jobs and 
the resulting spin-off effect of those 
dollars on the overall economy. 

“Since each highway construction 
job generates at least two other jobs 
— as the demand and ability to pay 
for manufactured goods and ser.

“An official of IDOT told the 
Association: ‘We find ourselves risk- 
ing the entire construction season if 
we get into April without a federal 
highway bill.’ 

“All of this will hit our state 
harder and faster than other states 
because the state agency responsi- 
ble for distributing these funds has 
done a better job than in other states 
of obligating monies that were 
available. Illinois has a relatively 
lower balance of left-over federal 
highway funds from prior years as 
compared to’other states.
